The trial of tha murderer al the Arehbiihep of 
Patih, given in l-ndey'i iune, is not only in- 
teresting- for tie reference to a ti > atn_iGal aeent, but 
also as lUiutratiog tha manner tn which justice 
La administered in the Court! of Franca. 

Upon the whole we are inclined to prefer th* 
more orderly and unimpauioned ijatem of 
onr own country. Tha er da tic exhibition 
of tha piVcd. rftr coiieicfinn, that La, the weapon 
of the murderer and the blood-gtalned garment! 
of tha victim, war* calculated to awaken in the 
minds of the jorora, ae wall a* the ape eta ton, a 
strong antipathy to the accused. 

The prisoner ie called upon to answer In- 
terrngatoriee relating to the charge againtt him, 
beyond tha simple plea of "not guilty." The 
declination of these enquiries ia supposed to be 
■n inference of guilt. Doubtleae, in moat io- 
atancei, tha innocent would be prompt to reply 
to all queeUoni; but th* hii terry of the Adminis- 
tration of law ahowi how often an unguarded 
anawer hae compromised even the innocent. 
The greater portion of those who an put upon 
Iheir trill are quite incapable of speaking with 
intelligence in th* presence of mnlti- 
tudea. They lose their preieno* of mind and 
become confuted and entangled, or by foolish 
fataehooda intended to arpLain circumstance a 
which appear lugpicioiu they c<stnpromi»e their 
defence. On the whole, we greatly prefer the 
practice of our own court*, by which it ie mad* 
incumbent on the accuser to prove his caas, and 
which iiarea the accused to lay what and ru more 
than hit own inclination may euggeaL Where- 
ever interrogatories have been practiuetl. the}, 
have almoat invariably led to ths moat dangerous 
recriminations. This appeared to have 
been the course of the accused in this cam. 
The circumstances of the murder rendered it 
quite unneceaiary to eitand th* enquiry beyond 
the fact of the prisoner's sanity. That be 
struck the fatal blow, waa proved in a few mi- 
nutes. ItWM Inflicted In public, and in the 
preienoa of many. Th* only rihance which the 
aaiaaein could have. If ha desired revenge, wae 
to nuke the trial the oetaaioa of bitter accupa- 
tiona against other*. For thil purposo he 
appean to hive demanded the attendano* of a 
large number of witnesses. Thee* were, 
however, refused, and such only admitted 
at, in th* opinion of the Crown, were 
capable of giving evidence relevant to the itpue. 

Here, again, wa prater th* practice of onr 
own court*. If a prisoner alleges that certain 
persona are necessary witnesses, the law ought lo 
afford him all the ftailitiei which the prosecutor 
could have to require their attendance. Un- 
doubtedly tail privilaga one* or twice in 
tho course of a century ia grossly abated. 
It will b* rornemliered in tome of our 
British political trials that ministers 
of atat* and persons in conspicuous 
positions have been summoned by prisoners, in 
order that they might ba enabled to surround 
their dsis^aCfl Wlra taW rfefaf of I 




The country, however, bus gained by the atlerd- 
ence of these witnaiaes i they have shown their 
horaige to Jaw by auisling at the de- 
fence tha meet undeserving. When they 
have stood in the bo,, it he. leen the bmine/i 
of lbs counsel and the judge, to protect them 

from all queations irrelevant to the issue to 

itop enquiries that are merely caption*, 
« calculated: to gratify malice/ „4 
to re. train the accaied by those rules 
or evidence wbioh are established in 
our courts. The prisoner in this case appeared 
to have some ream ruble ground of complaint 
that hie witneases were refused, although no 
person can imagine thai their attendance would 
have in the slightest degree aff*eted the main 
naue. 

The absarvatione of the Crown Prosecutor 
and the Judge to the prisoner alio 
appear to an English reader icsrcely 
compatible with the dignity of thsir 
pojilton. The prisoner was told tbat his list of 
witnesses waa " a fan-ago of calumnie.," that 
hi. doctrine waa " abominable ;" and above all, 
■ in the mouth of a print"— that he « added 
mfdmy to vialenca." 

Thii, end other such like expression., gAve 
the trial the air of a contest, and threw a alight 
•hade of partininship over the President 
of the Court ai well as the prosecutor. 
\Yhen ihe murderer appealed to the people for 
help, a voice cried " No, no, you are an assassin, 
an asiaisib," This waa natural enough, but the 
ATroatHiT-QiNEBAt., when he came to address 
the jury, predicted that if, when the unhappy 
man " came to tha icaffuld, his proud glanee 
interrogated the multitude, he would not meet 
with one sympathetic look ; and if he should 
cry, - People, defend me!' the people would 
a-iawer, a. the audience here had enewered. 
1 Aseutio, assassin.' " 

Coniidering that the unbanpy being was on 
trial for his life, and if not insane certain to 
die, luch appeals lo a jury violate the seme 
of in i [ice. 

Looking at all th* circumstances of the case, 
we have a strong impression thit the murderer 
was toad. Whether such matlneip ought to 
•vert tha capital penalty is another thing. 
It is possible fur a bad mm no to throw 
the reins to his paeiiam, that they will ulti- 
mately becloud hii reaaon ; and, under an im- 
pulse, he may commit the most terrible crimei. 
Why he should have aesassimled the AncH. 
minor, unless he had been labouring under 
some hallucination, csn bo scarcely imagined. 

The murder altogether has created a great 
sensation in Europe, especially taken in connec- 
tion with the attempt to asBsasinatetheK.su 
or NarKU, The common feeling nf mankind 
Would have forbidden aoy regret, had the tyrant 
of Naplei fallen; but the AntmiisHop who 
perished under the stroke of the assassin waa in 
all neipecti amiable, and he was greatly beloved. 
Then tiamplei taken together justify tha hatred 
of aitaisination which has always dislingui-hed 
the per, pie of England. The murderer under- 
takes to be tha judge and avenger ; hi. own 
blind paasiona are likely lo pervert his judg- 
ment, and his bled* is as likely to penetrate the 
breast of a hero or a s. int as the eor*elet of the 
tyrant. No doubt, when wickedness ia 
triumphant and possesses irresistible power, 
ihera ia a feeling which aympethinaa with the 
wiah that lesu unseen hand would etrike an 
avenging blow ; but reeling* of this caatmmt 
ba checked in every true friend of man by the 
remembrance that if once assassination loses ite 
moral turpitude— if once the murderer who coo- 
Ticti and punishes upon his own authority be 
regarded at a palriot and a hero, we shall never 
lack either assassins or ticlimi. It is remarked 
with imitation by all parties who have written 
the history of the Commonwealth snd the years 
which preceded and those wbioh followed 
that troubled lime— that while tbe paaiions of 
the nations were alrong, the utE&oit horror of 
n*HHi nation pt«vi*il«l, nA that not t tingle 
MdiTidu*l fdl bj a dtDtlutinc or nm«ts 
blow.

NEWS FROM EUROPE. 

THE 5th FEBRUARY. 

Aa tho City of Sydney was leaving Melbourne, 
ihe arrival of the clipper ship Lightning waa 
telegraphed from ihe Heads.

NEWS OF THE DAY- 

(from (*> iiiiojKXK ZJnity Jtsil, Febnmrf 6,) 
Ws have but little political news of a ]iciitiTe character 
to day. The proceedings in Parliament yciterday 
were fin-mat and uninteresting ; but Ihe debate on th* 
Addrraa, - :i the prerioui day, haa supplied plrmly of 
material lor ipreulation si to the future of the Session. 
Many incline to the opinion that, tha Derbjito and 
Peilite sections of the UppoaLtion merely delivered 
themaelvei of some convenirnt phritudes Tor ennaia, 
tener'a aalte, detarinlned to permit the Session and ihe 
Parliament lo eipiie without any further attempt at 
party icaival ; whilat olhert read, in the Ulniaterial 
eattigatinna dealt out by Diarietl and Gliultooe, but 
the foreshadowing of a periietent and annoying, though 
not Tory effective, oppuaitiran. 

The JrWaw Ait, which may be taken as repre. 
aentirg the ralmeritoTiian view or Toeslay'a pro* 
ttedings, says : -'The income-tax ia the war-hone 
on which Mr. Disraeli propoart to open the campaign of 
\Mt. and the rallying cry la to he filadstooe and 
tha financial schemes of 1853. Whatever we nay 
think of the propriety aad morality of the course 
which the leader of the Opposition his conceived, we 
cannot deny Ihat, regarded limply aa a piece of 
strategy, it it ingenious and ' considerable amtrt.' It 
tickles the Peelites, and can scarcely fail tu catch all 
th* Radicala and moat of the borough mcmbera ; it 
will call, if their present unrenoniiuj temper hold, to 
Mr, Ditraeli'a runka, for the moment, at aj] 
•venta, the populaticm who are rrantically akonting 
for unconsidered and unconditional remission; 
and by favcirr of the talk about reduciiim of military 
eslablithmenui, with which Ihe ingeniou-H tactician 
■arniahed hia apsaeh, the impending moiion may be 
hnuoiteed with the approbation, and even with the 
co-operation, of the Administrative Kef,.™ Association. 
All these men and all these mxtltn Me, UUraeli will 
have on hia aide. Onth. tide of the Oovetnmcnt 
there will be justice, common sense, and temperate- 
ntta. These axe aidi whiob do not make their vnicea 
eaiily heard in such a din of complaining and hubhub 
and remonitruioea as have been raited abcut the in- 
come. tax i but yet, if tiny have fair play, they aurely 
mual make their lexitimate inciuenee operative aa aorirx 
aa the people can persuade Ibemtelvea to rest (rum 
crying out, and to think soberly of th* poaition of tLe 
countsy andoftheirowndutytolt.' h 

If tha Imperial Parliament has failed to aupply nt 
with, any topic of intcieat, out local parliament haa 
been moat proline is that respect. Several matters of 
importance were debated in the Town Council yester- 
day, and f item os l amcnest these was the all-absorbing 
question of « tha Pike. The memorial or the inha- 
bitant! was not lead, but the principle for which they 
contend has received support from canka at the other 
tide. Dr. Taylor, tbe analytical chemist, upon whose 
opinion principally the pn-l'ikeiala baaed their claims 
to public approval, hieing mid* u further examination 
of the water, haa supplemented his firnt rop'irt wilh a 
declaration that tha d iicciouratlon is caused hy an ad- 
mixture of peat — that ant I; admixture '« an itupurliy 
and, cnnjeqnently. objectionable.
